BRYAN TO MAKE REPLY 


Matter Is Brought Before Cabinet Ses- 


sion This Morning.—Garrison 


Says No More Troops 
, 


Will Be Ordered.

Washington, May S.-^The Mexican 


situation assumed a more warlike as- 
pect today. Activities in the war de- 
partment, which began last night after 
the receipt of long confidential advices 
from General Funston, were resumed 
throughout 
the 
morning and were 
brought to the attention of President 
Wilson and the cabinet when the regu- 
lar session began at 11 o'clock. 
While everything indicates that all 
preparations are being made for pos- 
sible eventualities, yet Secretary of 
Wur Garrison said just before enter- 
Ing the cabinet meeting "No addition- 
al troop movement has been ordered." 


Claims Armistice Broken. 


In the midst 
of 
military prepara- 


tions came the word that the media- 
tion envoys had received from General 
Ilueria that the new landing of Ameri- 
i-an troops and war material at Vera 
f'ruz amounted to the breaking of the 
armistice which had been arranged by 
the South American envoys after their 
good ottices in the Mexican crisis had 
been accepted by General Huerta and 
the L'nitetl States. This also was one 
til' the subjects before the'-meeting of 
the cabinet. 
—' 
Secretary Bryan stated early in the 


day that the mediators' note had been 
received by him 
and 
that a reply 


would be made. 
It was authoritatively learned from 


a source close to the mediators that 
they are of the opinion that they will 
be "able to persuade General Huerta 
that the United States has not been 
violating in spirit at least,! the armis- 
tice which had -tieen agreed upon, a 
stumbling 
block 
which 
would 
be 


placed in the way which might render 
virtually useless their efforts at me- 
diation.' 


Mediators Refuse Comment. 


The note from General Huerta al- 
leges violation by the United States 
of the 
armistice, 
it is ascertained, 
readied the mediators who are work- 
ing in the utmost secrecy 
possible,

presented by them to Secretary Bry- 
an. 
The mediators, themselves, de- 
clined to comment on the matter, but 
it is known that they are proceeding 
wih their plans as if nothing unto- 
ward had Happened and believe -the 
armistice controversy will clear away 
soon.

Early yesterday morning a strang- 
er purchased a small clothes brush 
costing a quarter, at the Janesville 
store and handed Clem Tuite, who 
was in charge of the store during his 
father's absence, a twenty-dollar bill 
for payment.

over 
ninety-one dollars, 
was 
opened in 
plain sight of the stranger. At noon 
a different man appeared and asked 
to purchase a box. 
"When told thai 
they had none for* sale by Tuite, the 
man called his attention."to one he 
had seen in the rear end of the store.

Five of the ten patients 
who received one injection developed 
abscesses at the site of the injection 
and 
were therefore unsuitable for 
further injections, according to the 
inventor. 
The others five patients 
were not reinjepted. either because 
they did not see the 
improvement

next senate may have a republican 
najority. Indeed, the chances 
are 
good for this. There are 
two rea- 
sons for this belief. One is a general 
•ealization 
throughout 
the 
whole 
country that the 
Underwood tariff 
aw has 
been of • no value as a re- 
ducer of the cost of living, while the 
effects of provisions on the employes 
of the 
manufacturers and 
farmers 
las been most disastrous. 
The sec- 
ond reason is the position taken by 
he administration concerning 
free 
tolls in the Panama canal for vessms 
engaged in American coastwise trade. 
There is a tremendous opposition 
to repeal in the far west and in the 
niddle west, and republican 
candi- 
dates for senator in many states are 
laying even more attention to the ex- 
imption matter 'than they are to the 
ariff. 
The democrats 
in the states in 
question are trying to endorse the id- 
ninistration and yet stand with those 
who believe.that the course taken by 
President Wilson is an unwarranted 
surrender of our rights in the canal 
to England. 
Freeman T. Eggleston, one of the 
eading candidates for the republican 
nomination for Senator in Ohio, at- 
a-cked President Wilson recently on 
.he canal tolls issue, as follows: 
"Through the great 
statesmanship 
of former President Roosevelt and a 
republican congress we acquired the 
erritpry through which we construct- 
ed a canal on our own territory, 
vhich today stands as a monument to 
American enterprise and genius. We 
overcame obstacles supposed to be in- 
surmountable. 
We 
conquered tae 
plague and yellow fever. 
We pierced 
i sliding mountain. And for what 
lurpose? Forsooth,
